-The lack of 
fresh food which has caused hard¬ 
ship In the British concession 
here since the Japanese clamped 
on a blockade was extended Sat¬ 
urday to the French concession. 

Meantime the searching of two 
prominent Britons added to the 
international tension. 

Cecil Davis, honorary agent of 
the New Zealand government, 
who reported being slapped three 
times and forced to stand naked 
in the examining shed at the bar¬ 
ricade TYlday, was subjected to 
search again Saturday. This 
time the Japanese permitted him 
to keep on his undershirt and 
trunks. 

The other Briton searched, J. 
A. Whltcwright, secretary of 
the Tientsin Country Club, said 
the Japanese police pushed him 
from the shed and threw his 
outer-garments after him. 

It was the first time the French 
concession had felt the pinch 
of a fresh food shortage since the 
start of the blockade June 14. 
While the British concession felt 
the shortage almost at once, 
French officials had been using 
military trucks to bring supplies 
from the nearby Italian conces¬ 
sion. 

The French placed police 
guards about markets to prevent 
disorders among crowds of Chi¬ 


nese seeking food and to keep 
individuals from buying more 
than the limited amounts allowed 
by newly-imposed regulations. 

Supplies received in the 
British concession were sold 
quickly.

NEW YORK (AP)—The Yan¬ 
kee Clipper thundered away from 
Its Long Island base today on the 
first “prev!ew M flight along the 
northern Great Circle route to 
Europe. Thirty-three persons, In I 
eluding 21 government and airline ' 
officials, were aboard. 

The big, four-motored seaplane 
took off from Tort Washington 
at 5.27 ajn„ P.S T . and headed up 
the New England coast. Capt. 
Harold E. Gray, commander, 
planned brief stops at Shediac, 
N.B., and Botwood, Newfound¬ 
land, before setting his course for 
Foyr.es, Eire The plane is due 
at Southampton tomorrow after¬ 
noon. 

The SO-ton ship was scheduled 
to follow the north Atlantic trail 
blazed^ 20 years ago by the British 
fliers* Sir John Alcock and Sir 
J. W Brown, who crossed from 
Newfoundland to Ireland in an 
army biplane. 

The Yankee Clipper's depar¬ 
ture came one week after the 
start of the first “preview" flight 
by its sister ship, the Atlantic 
Clipper, which followed the south¬ 
ern route. Newspaper and radio 
obs e r v er s -were carried'“bn Thai" 
flight to Marseilles, preliminary 
to the beginning of regular trsns- 
Atlantic passenger Service next

DELAYED SEND-OFF 

As the plane left the waters of 
Long Island Sound, almost an 
hour behind schedule because of 
ceremonies attendant on the de¬ 
parture. her sister ship, the At¬ 
lantic Clipper, was en route home¬ 
ward from Lisbon, Portugal, via 
the southern route. 

Among the observers aboard 
the Yankee Clipper for the flight 
to Southampton were Stephen 
Early, one of President Roose¬ 
velt's secretaries; United States 
Senators Chavez of Mexico and 
Ernest Lundeen of Minnesota, 
and Representatives Clarence 
Cannon of Missouri and Carl 
Maples of Michigan. 

The plane carried about 125,000 
"first flight covers," prized by 
stamp collectors. The Clipper will 
carry mail but no commercial pas¬ 
sengers until the five trips re¬ 
quired by the civil aeronautics 
authority have been made.

DAMASCUS (AP)-Syria, with 
no cabinet in office and her 
President threatening to resign, 
was whipped into a furore today 
by violent press attacks on 
France following the signing 
away of the Hatay republic by 
the French government In ex¬ 
change for Tuskey's pledge of 
mutual assistance. 

The Syrian nationalist press 
almost unanimously declared the 
Syrians could have no more con¬ 
fidence In French promises and 
must continue to regard Turkey 
as a threat to hopes for Syrian 
independence. Hatay was a part 
of Syria, formerly called the San 
Jak of Alexandretta. 

(Syria was taken from Turkey 
in the Great War and given to 
France under a League of Na¬ 
tions mandate. A Franco-Tur- 
kish treaty substituting Syrian 
autonomy tor the mandate was 
signed September 9, 1936, and 
ratified by the Syrian parliament 
the following December 26, but 
the French parliament his yet to

Area of Listless Despair 


By PETER STURSBERG 
LONDON—They told me the 
worst about Merthyr Tydfil but 
I was still anuuu I and shocked 
by what I saw. To me it seemed 
as though the town had suffered 
In some terrible war. 

From the row of grey cottages 
with their slate roofs where we 
parked our car, across the shal¬ 
low stream whose water glittered 
among the pebbl-s, were acres 
upon acres of desolation—dark, 
skeletons of factories, 


millions In profits out of the 
mines and steel works, the own¬ 
ers found they did not pay any 
longer so they Just closed thapi 
down. There wasn’t even the 
excuse of a strike. 

From time to time the govern¬ 
ment considered the plight of 
South Wales. A few years ago 
Sir Malcolm Stewart, a good capi¬ 
talist ot whom the Labor Party 
was deeply suspicious, was sent 
down to make a report. 

He was horrified by what he 
saw and his report was a bomb- 
shell which the Conservatives did 
not appreciate. As lje was not a 
members of Parliament, Sir 
Malcolm sat helplessly in the gal¬ 
lery and watched his report tom 
to pieces. 

Attempts have been made to 
help the distressed aeas. The 
Treforest Estate, whose new 
buildings and roads I saw, was a 
sincere effort to bring new In¬ 
dustries into the distressed areas. 

Over $4,t)00,000 has been spent 
on the estate, but only 1,000 peo¬ 
ple are employed. Industries 
could not be dragged away from 
the main markets.

When the Duke of Windsor 
visited Merihyr In the Rhondda 
Valley, he shooks hands with the 
town’s 25 Old Contemptlbles.” | 
These men had been the first to 
volunteer to fight in a war to 
make the world a better place. 

What Irony! For not one of 
the 25 had worked for five years. 1 
And the war In which they had 
gone to fight so willingly had 
sealed the fate of South Wales. I 
For It was the war which made 
the British navy change to oil 
for fuel, and the merchant marine 
followed in Its footsteps.

Their Grip On Reich Economy 

Ludwig Lore, widely recognized 
international commentator and 
authority on conditions tn Ger¬ 
many, has written to present the 
opposite side of the German labor 
picture to that given by Peter 
George Hartnell, former Victoria 
Young Citizens' League leader in 
his letters from Germany. 

Mr. Lore say* that ever since 
the beginning of 1938, German 
citizens living In other countries 
have been obliged to register at 
the local German consulate. 

Those who fall to do so run the 
risk of losing their German na¬ 
tionality which. In some coun¬ 
tries. means difficulties with the 
police. Among the questions 
these German subjects arc re¬ 
quired to answer Is whether they 
are members of the German 
Labor Front. 

I* is not generally known that 
the German Labor Front Is by 
far the largest Nazi organization 
outside of Germany. Germans 
abroad uaually Join It In prefer¬ 
ence to other Nazi societies be¬ 
cause they consider It non politi¬ 
cal and therefore less dangerous 
to their status In the next land. 

The German National Socialists 
themselves make no secret of its 
political character. The organi¬ 
zation Itaelt emphasizes that It Is 
“an Instrument of the National 
Socialist Party from which tt 
shall take Instructions ’’

NO UNEMPLOYMENT 

One of the strongest arguments 
put forward by Nazi sympa- ’ 
thlzers in support of the authori¬ 
tarian system is that Germany 
has done away with unemploy¬ 
ment. What price the worker 
has had to pay for this blessing 
is not so generally known, ft is 
a tact, for Instance, that some¬ 
thing like 120,000 small artisans 
and tradesmen in the Reich had 
to shut up their shops and go to 
work on fortifications or In the 
armament Industries and the 
Deutsche Volkswirt of February 
17, 1939. predicts that another 
230,000 will follow. 

Very few of these skilled work 
ers found employment in their 
own trades. In most cases they 
have been forced to accept labor¬ 
ers' wages, since "a skilled 
worker who Is not employed in 
the trade at which hr served his 
apprenticeship Is regarded as a 
laborer and treated and paid as 
such.” (Hamburg Labor Court, 
October 17, 1938.) 

It la a well-known fact that no 
German worker la free to change 
his employment at will. Employ¬ 
ers, bn the other hand, can dis¬ 
miss their workers without no¬ 
tice on the slightest pretext, such 
as "breach of rules for the pre¬ 
vention of accidents, lack ot care 
for material or preparing to leave 
work before closing time" It’s 
a poor boss who cannot find an 
excuse to dismiss an undesirable 
employee where so much leeway

INFLUENCE MEXICO 

j While we may not realize It. 
Mexico's future is dally decided 
by what goes on in the United 
States and in Europe. The “Good 
Neighbor Policy" of President 

Roosevelt has given Mexico a_ 

j breathing spell In which to or¬ 
ganize herself as a self-respect¬ 
ing country, as against her for¬ 
mer state as an undeclared vas¬ 
sal of several economic empires. 

American business interests In 
Mexico ire violently anU-Roose- 
veit and outspokenly anti-Carde¬ 
nas. The European scene has 
influenced Mexico chiefly through 
the civil war In Spain. The coun¬ 
try was sharply divided Into the 
“Spanish'' element, which has do¬ 
minated Mexican agriculture and 
industry for centuries, and the 
people who worked on the Urge 
farms and in the city factories. 

With the victory of General 
Franco in Spain, three of his 
lieutenants came to Mexico to 
organize the Phalangista and 
Franco followers generally. Tha 
Mexican Government acted 
quickly after a large demonstra¬ 
tion In Mexico City, and expelled 
the three emissaries.

It is difficult for us to realize 
the extent and height of the 
Aztec civilization, so greatly did 
it surpass the European of 80u 
to 1,000 years ago. Their system 
of government, of an Independent 
judiciary, of priestly orders and 
worship, were very advanced. 
Their calendar was most ingeni¬ 
ous and their astronomy corres¬ 
pondingly developed. Our knowl¬ 
edge of these things has been 
slowly and painfully gained, since 
most of the manuscripts reUting 
to them were ceremoniously 
burned by the lirst Archbishop 
of Mexico, about the time Arch 
bishop Ximenese was destroying 
every trace of Arabic culture he 
could find in Spain.

WhCti 'the "Invader" Cortes 
reached Mexico City in 1519 with 
his band of Indians recruited on 
tjte Gulf coast, he found a capital 
spread over more ground than it 
occupies today. 

After demolishing most of It, 
he rebuilt the city and made it 
the political oentre of a far-flung 
empire. Runners brought fresh 
fish dally from the Gulf coast, 
200 miles distant.

| However, the mechanization 
and Mexicanizaflon of industry 
has proceeded slowly, and finally 
\ the government has decided to 
use one of Its richest assets, oil, 

| as a means of purchasing or bar¬ 
tering for ma c hi ne r y. After a 
number of fruitless proposals to 
the oil companies operating 
chiefly in the gulf area, the gov- 
i rrnment decreed the expropria- 
I tion of all oil territories, under 
a clause of the 1917 constitu¬ 
tion which made ail sub-oil rights 
the inalienable property of the 
state. 

The companies were offered 
payment for their equipment m 
the form of oil shipments over 
'a -period or “year*. 'This wax' t*. 
fused, and the Companies have 
engaged Donald Richberg, toe 
well-known American attorney, to 
represent them In negotiations 
with President Cardenas. Al¬ 
ready two conversations have 
been held on the subject and 
progress has been reported. The 
outcome is likely to be an agree¬ 
ment whereby the companies will 
operate the wells oh a lease from 
the Mexican Covenment for 20 
years, when the oil properties will 
become the property of Mexico. 

The task which Mr. Richberg 
undertook has been ms* exceed- 

Ingly difficult by a campaign 
waged by American interests 
against the Mexican Government 


In Indian languages, and mission- 
aries In large measure used the 
dialects in their teaching.

I When, finally, the means of ex- 
! istenoe became so concentrated-in 
the hands of the Spanish heir- 
archy as lo reduce life to a-slavish 
level, a parish priest, Hidalgo, 
organized an insurrection in 1810. 
It was unsuccessful, but in 1821 
the country was able to break 
away from Spain, chiefly through 
Mexican Washingtons like Mo¬ 
relos, today a national hero. The 
beautiful town of Valladolid has 
been renamed Morelia in his 
honor and in Lake Patzcuaro a 
huge statue of him has peen 
built, so large that 20'peop!e can 
stand at one time on the cuff of 
his upstretched arm. 

The country suffered the 
French Intervention and the ill- 
fated rule of Maximillian and 
Carlotta. so well portrayed In the 
recent moving picture, "Juarez." 
Then, for 45 years, the tyranny 
of Porflrio Diaz continued to op¬ 
press the people and to delight 
the business interests, chiefly 
American. A national revolution 
in 1917 resulted In a new and 
more liberal constitution, which 
is only being implemented today 
under the Cardenas regime. Presi¬ 
dents have been elected on an 
agrarian platform more radical 
than any ever talked of in the 


government set up Agricultural 
Co-operative Credit Banks, which 
loaned money to groups who re¬ 
quired farm machinery. 

Added to the land problem has 
been that of repatriating Mexi¬ 
cans who, in the boom years, 
migrated north to the United 
States. During 1930 and 1931 
some 300.000 came back to Mex¬ 
ico. It has recently been an-

The second large feature of the 
Six-year Plan was its Insistence 
on raising the level of literacy 
in the country. 

The plan sought to treble the 
number of schools and decreed 
that by 1939 one fifth of the fed 
eral budget should go to educa¬ 
tion. 

The Pan-American Highway is 
today dotted with little schoola 
of concrete and steel construction. 
Besides being concerned with 
stamping out Illiteracy, they are 
the centres for agricultural and 
public health education of an ele¬ 
mentary me '-•»«*** warn***-! 


1 The University of Mexico, being 
! an autonomous body, gets, at 
I present, a very small government 
subsidy compared with what it 
really requires. The medical 
school, which has 400 students 
in each of Its six years, has the 
quaint practice, in many ways to 
be commended, whereby students 
! pay only for those lectures which 
j they find worthwhile. Any num 
ber of clinicians set themselves 
up as clinical teachers, but only 
those who really have a gift for 
teaching survive the year. Ex¬ 
aminations, both for degrees and 
for professorships, are public and 
at times very exciting. 

The intellectual life of Mexico 
has benefited greatly by the in¬ 
flux' “of ‘professors ■ from ; Spain: 

The preclinlcal sciences In the 
medical school in Mexico City 
already have some figures of 
international repute, and in the 
provincial universities outstand¬ 
ing men in philosophy and art 
have come from Madrid. The di¬ 
rector of the famous Prado Art 
Gallery of Madrid has come to 
re-establish himself in the New 
World. Large numbers of Basque 
refugees have received permis¬ 
sion to set up villages on the gulf 
coast. In order to organize the 
fishing industry of Mexico, whose 
waters abound in fish of alt kinds.

One. Instance of the much- 
needed public health work being 
done by the government is the 
anti-malaria campaign, which is 
financed by an Issue of special 
postage stamps, costing one cen¬ 
tavo each, which every letter to 
a destination inside Mexico must 
carry. Small rural dispensaries 
are being built especially lor this 
work. 

In parts of Mexico where there 
is a large pure Indian population 
localized, dispensaries have been 
set up where young doctors give 
ail their time to examining and 
prescribing for the hundreds who 
come. 

I watched such a dispensary in 


one of the villas which abound 
in Mexico City’s weekend para¬ 
dise.

It was no accident that when 
: water suddenly began to pour 
into the sinking U.S. Navy’s 
i Squaius one of her men, elec¬ 
trician’s mate Lloyd Maneas, made 
| the agonizing decision to save 32 
; men by dooming* 26 to a drowning 
death. 

A submarine is dangerous to 
j the point where the slightest mis- 
' take can bring on a horrible trag¬ 
edy. Running one requires a 
clock work organism of machine 
like men who have been trained 
to razor-edge alertness. 

When a moment of disaster 
came, submariner Maneas let five 
men escape from the flooded 
after battery room, then clanged 
shut the bulkhead door. It meant 
some lives saved instead of all 
lost. 

Such is the way of submarine 
duty. 

For instance, the highly trained 
crew of a modem submarine 
functions without a single spoken 
order when the vessel is making 
a dive. Here is what happens: 

The captain is on the bridge. It 
Is decided to submerge. 

There is s swift movement of 
men as each takes his diving 
station. The electrical, engineer- 
mg. navigational, radio and com¬ 
munication officers go to their 
places.

charges, explosives that either 
literally blew the subs out of the 
water or shattered the nerves of 
the crew. In addition, as a fur¬ 
ther detriment to the U-boat, the 
convoy aystem waa inaugurated. 

To defeat the convoy, aystem 
was beyond the capacity of the 
U-boats. To get in a successful 
attack the skippers had to over- 
come several obstacles, failure at 
any one meaning death. 

Convoys were large groups of 
merchantmens In formation and 
controlled by a naval officer. Off 
on the flanks of the convoy were 
bpeedy, alert destroyers and 
cruisers, eager for a glimpse of 
the telltale feathery wake of the 
submarine. Sight of the wake 
waa the signal for an immediate 
deluge of depth charges. To make 
the problem even more difficult 
for the submarine seeking a prey, 
the convoy pursued a zigzagging 
course while in U-boat waters. 

The result was that toward the 
latter part of the war the sub¬ 
marine was made practically In' 
effective. 

With such difficulties to be ex 
pectcd during war, real wartime 
training has been undertaken to 
overcome the weaknesses that 
lessened the value of the sub¬ 
marine In 1918. 


It is the mission of the huge 
main ballast tanks in the lower 
section of the hull to destroy the 
buoyancy which keeps the ship 
afloat. When sea water comes 
into these tanks the submarine 
sinks. Throughout the boat are 
variable ballast tanks to which 
the diving officer adds or re¬ 
moves sea water in his quest to 
obtain what is known in sub 
marine parlance as a "zero trim" 
or zero buoyancy, and an even 
keel on the boat fore and aft. 

On the first blast of the siren 
the Diesels are slopped, the en¬

'J'HE POSSIBILITY of a meteor 
shower in the early morning 

of August 4, due to the earth com- 
ing within 3.000.000 miles of Ihe 
orbit of the bright Comet 1939 d 
which was recently visible, Is re¬ 
ported by Dr. V. Guth of the Na¬ 
tional Observatory at Prague.

A 
few years ago there was 2c a 
pound on tomatoes coming from 
the States, plus a revenue tax. 
That was good protection. Now 
there la l*«c a pound and no sales

A LITTLE OVER six months 
ago a Victoria relief re¬ 
cipient who was unable to pull 
the proper strings to land him¬ 
self a Job, decided to pull strings 
in another way rather than be 
Idle at ‘home. His name is Phil 
Smith anti he lives at 2703 Ave¬ 
bury Avenue. His hobby is build¬ 
ing model ships and placing them 


me to do this work." 

People used to think that the 
boats were built and rigged first 
and that the bottle was cleverly 
glued together around the boat. 

This Is not true. The ships are 
built before they go into the 
bottle—except that the masts and 
rigging arc "knocked down” and 
fold onto the deck so that the 
complete Job can be Inserted 
through the neck of the bottle. 

ONE MISTAKE IS FATAL 

Putty waves and other acenery 
are made inside the bottle with 
special tools. Mountains, beaches 


and water are made of putty 
colored the desired tints with 
paint to give the scenic effects. 
Lighthouses and houses are made 
of cardboard. Trees are made of 
match sticks. The amazing thing 
about this Is that It la all done 
when the materials are Inside the 
bottle. One mistake may spoil 
the desired effect, making it 
necessary far the er a fI smail to 
begin all over again. 

Once the model ship Is In the 
bottle the* difficult task of erect¬ 
ing the rigging Is begun. Then- 
are between 50 and 60 threads to 
be placed at the right places In 


order to make a good Job, and 
the risk of these becoming tangled 
is great. The silk tails are liable 


long, and If I had made one mis¬ 
take the whole Job would have 
been spoiled.” 

A needle, drill, scissors, wire- 
hook, knlte and razor blade are 
the only tools used In this work. 
They are quite inexpensive. 
Thread, wood, putty, silk, wire 
and cardboard are the only 
materials used. However, Mr. 
Smith does not advise anyone 
suffering with nerves or bad 
temper or Impatience to start this 
hobby, as trouble will surely 
follow. 

Phil took 58 hours to build his 


first model. He builds them now 
in right hours, rutting Just 50 
hours from the time ot his debut 
as one of Victoria's most patient 
craftsmen. 

He also makes cedar chests and 
paints silhouettes. He has built 
between 15 and 20 models and la 
working on others at every min¬ 
ute of his spare time. 

So all you gentlemen who 
want to fill In your winter eve¬ 
ning, do what other people do- 
pick a hobby which you like and 
stick to it, like Phil Smith. You'll 
be surprised what you can do.
